This wheat was delivered 
to the Harden elevator Monday and 
brought $2.50 per bushel.

The first of the new crop of oats 
were brought in Saturday by Jerry 
Maberry.

The F. B. Moore Grain 
Company

With berries becoming more plen 
tiful, Hamlin 
area housewives may 
wish to clip the following recipes 
for use during the weeks ahead 
Berry Juice 
Berry juice canned with a little 
sugar makes good drinks and ices 
Crush and heat berries nearly to 
boiling. 
Add a cup of suyar to a 
gallon of juice. 
Heat the juice to 
boiling, pour into hot jars, seal and 
process in water bath 15 minutes 
Remove from water bath to cool. 
Strawberries. 
Strawberries are not as good can­ 
ned as preserved. 
You might like 
to use this standard strawberry pre­ 
serve recipe: 
Boil two cups sugar and one cup 
water together until it begins to 
form a thread. 
Add one pint of 
strawberries and cook IO minutes 
Add another Dint of strawberries and 
one cup of sugar sprinkled over the 
top. 
One tablespoon lemon juice 
added at this time helps retain color 
Boil IO minutes, or until it reaches 
a jelly stage. 
Remove them from 
the fire and shake the kettle gently 
until the foam collects in the center 
and can be easily removed. 
Then 
pour into a flat pan or bowl and let 
cool before putting into hot, clean 
containers. Cover with paraffin and 
seal at once. Label and store in dry. 
cool, dark place. 
Freezing Berries. 
Frozen berries have more food 
value than when preserved in other 
ways. 
Berries make a fine frozen 
product if vol start with good fresh 
berries, 
prepare 
tin rn 
careful’y, 
package and store them correctly. 
Leave 
all 
small 
berries whole. 
Large strawberries should be sliced. 
Use about one cup sugar to six cups 
berries. 
They may vary some with 
different varieties of berries. 
Sift 
the sugar over the prepared berries. 
The sugar will draw juice from the 
berries and make theri own syrup. 
Pack into containers which are 
moisture-proof and liquid tight. You 
m ay use glass jars, R enamel tin 
cans or regular frozen food cartons. 
W hen packing food, leave head­ 
space of about one-half inch. Glass 
Jars and tin cans will be sealed the 
sam e as when canning. Frozen food 
cartons should be sealed by direc­ 
tions given for each type carton.

Flea hoppers are not as abundant 
lf ,1 year 1x1 the VaUey counties 
at this time. 
Only two of the 75 
fields inspected had sufficient in­ 
festation to Justify control meas­ 
ures. 
Both of these fields are in 
Willacy County. Although the flea 
hoppers are in comparatively small 
numbers In most fields, considerable 
dusting is being done to control 
them. Since plant lice have caused 
more damage than usual and.flea 
hopper infestations are generally 
low, sulphur or sulphur mixtures 
should be used rather than DDT 
alone. 
The use of DDT alone is 
quite likely to result In increase of 
aphids or plant lice because It re­ 
duces the number of beneficial in­ 
sects which usually prey upon the 
aphids. 
Figures recently released by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
show that insects in 1946 caused a 
reduction of 15 per cent from full 
yield per acre of cotton in Texas as 
compared with 18 per cent in 1945. 
Insist year boll weevils were respon­ 
sible for IO per cent of the reduc­ 
tion and other insects for five per 
cent.

Canning Berries 


With berries becoming more pion 
tiful, Hamlin 
area housewives may 
wish to clip the following recipes 
for use durirur the weeks ahead 
Berry Juice 
Berry juice canned with a little 
sugar makes good drinks and ices 
Cru.^li and heat berries nearly to 
boiling. 
Add a cup of sugar to a 
gallon of juice. 
Heat the juice to 
boiling, pour into hot jars, seal and 
process in water bath 15 minutes 
Remove I rom water bath to cool. 
Straw berries. 
Strawberries are not as good can­ 
ned as preserved. 
You might like 
to use this standard strawberry pre­ 
serve recipe: 
Boil two cups sugar and one cup 
water together until it begins to 
form a thread. 
Add one pint of 
strawberries and cook IO minutes 
Add another pint of strawberries and 
one cup of sugar sprinkled over the 
top. 
One tablespoon lemon juice 
added at this Lime helps retain color 
B o d lo minutes, or until it reaches 
a jelly stage. 
Remove them from 
the fire and shake the kettle gently 
until the foam collects in the center 
and can be easily removed. 
Then 
pour into a flat pan or bowl and let 
cool before putting into hot, clean 
containers. Cover with paraffin and 
seal at once. Label and store in dry, 
cool, dark place. 
Freezing Berries. 
Frozen berries have more food 
value than when preserved in other 
ways. 
Berries make a fine frozen 
product if vol start with good fresh 
berries, 
prepare

careful’?, 
package and store them correctly. 
Leave all small berries whole. 
Large strawberries should be sliced. 
Use about one cup sugar to six cups 
berries. 
They may vary some with 
different varieties of berries. 
Sift 
the sugar over the prepared berries. 
The sugar will draw' juice from the 
berries and make theri own syrup. 
Pack into containers which are 
moisture-proof and liquid tight. You 
may use glass jars, R enamel tin 
cans or regular frozen food cartons. 
When packing food, leave head­ 
space of about one-half inch. Glass 
jars and tin cans will be sealed the 
same as when canning. Frozen food 
cartons should be sealed by direc­ 
tions given for each type carton.

section of 75 fields to determine 
the flea hopper infestation. 
Flea hoppers are not as abundant 
fts last year in the Valley counties 
at this time. 
Only tw'o of the 75 
fields inspected had sufficient in­ 
festation to Justify control meas­ 
ures. 
Both of these fields are in 
Willacy County. Although the flea 
hoppers are In comparatively small 
numbers In most fields, considerable 
dusting is being done to control 
them. Since plant lice have caused 
more damage than usual and. flea 
hopper infestations are generally 
low, sulphur or sulphur mixtures 
should be used rather than DDT 
alone. 
The use of DDT alone is 
quite likely to result in increase of 
aphids or plant lice because it re­ 
duces the number of beneficial in­ 
sects which usually prey upon the 
aphids. 
Figures recently released by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
show that insects in 1946 caused a 
reduction of 15 per cent from full 
yield per acre of cotton in Texas as 
compared with 18 per cent in 1945. 
Last year boll weevils were respon­ 
sible for IO per cent of the reduc­ 
tion and other insects for five per 
cent.
